The Trade Commission also has power 
to compile information and make investi 
gations concerning the organization, busi 
ness, conduct, practices and management 
of corporations and of their relation to 
other corporations and associations and 
to require filing of information by such 
firms and corporations concerning their 
affairs. In plain words, there is no limit 
to the authority of the new commission.

before the mast. He also amassed a fortune 
and came to the Senate in 1893. His best 
work was done in committee. 

In the retirement of Root and Burton, 
the Senate sustains its heaviest loss. Few 


men who have ever been in the Senate hav 
displayed such broad knowledge of public 
questions or so fine an understanding of the 
true principles of the American government. 
Their speeches illuminated many obscure 
subjects. Root and Burton proved them- 
selves to be statesmen in the best sense of 
ne word.
